ROY FONDA, north area traffic engi- 


neer for the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation, said last week the state has 
monitored traffic along the road several 
times In the lost year and cannot Justify 
lowering the speed limit below 50 m.p.h. 


The speed limit was lowered by 5 m.p.h. 
last summer. 


Speed limits are set by the state ac- 


cording to the speed that most drivers 
already travel. The number of driveways 
and the amount of pedestrian traffic also 
arc considered.

Suburban officials are uneasy about 


the appointment of CTA chairman Milton 
Pikarsky as chairman of the Regional 
Transportation Authority.

with a concentrated effort to improve 
mass transportation In the suburbs, ho 
said two hours after his appointment was 
approved Friday. 


The RTA board approved Plkarsky's 


nomination by a 6-to-2 vote when two 
suburban board members who earlier op- 
posed him switched their votes. A salary 
has not been established, but it is ex- 
pected to be $80,000 to $100,000 a year. 


John Woods, former Arlington Heights 


village president who reluctantly backed 
the RTA referendum In March, said of 
the appointment, "I think It's absolutely 
imperative that they get off the dime and 
move ahead. I don't believe Pikarsky is 
an acceptable chairman In large part be- 
came of his very close association with 
Mayor Daley." 


"On the other hand, ho has the unique 


opportunity to prove everyone wrong. If 
he can distinguish between the CTA and 
the RTA, all of us would wish him well," 
Woods sold.

New RTA chairman Milton Pikarsky is 


tackling his biggest obstacle — the sub- 
urbs — with promises of equal consid- 
eration with Chicago and development of 
a suburban service division in the RTA 
structure.

est governmental subdivision of this 
area, the entire suburban area is equally 


as Important In the terms of'the need to 
maintain, improve and expand public 
transportation as a necessary public ser- 
vice," he said. 


"All capabilities of the RTA, including 


funding and revenues, must be utilized in 
accordance with this cardinal principal 
of treating the Chicago area as a whole, 


with full realization that the entire area 
is more important than any single part. 


"We cannot permit any portion of the 


area to be favored at the expense of the 
others. We could not, for instance, adopt 
policies that would penalize suburban 
service to the benefit of transit service in 
Chicago," he said. 


Pikarsky said one of his first tasks 


may be to equalize fares on suburban 
bus and commuter railroad systems. 


To ensure efficient bus service in the 


suburban areas, he said, he will establish 
the suburban service unit and propose 
that the director of the division be se- 
lected by the suburban members of the 
RTA board.

C&NW rate-hike 
request draws 
heavy opposition

A Chicago & North Western Ry. 


request for another 7 per cent commuter 
fare hike is drawing heavy opposition for 
the first time in years as two villages 
and a state representative are lining up 
against it. 


Illinois Commerce Commission public 


hearings on fare hikes normally take a 
few hours, but opponents have already 
stretched proceedings to a third session 
this time. 


The cause of the rate hike opposition is 


mixed, but the ICC Is hearing prolonged 
bickering instead of the usual minor 
comments. Six previous increases have 
gone virtually unopposed, and James 
Macdonald, C&NW public relations direc- 
tor, said this is the first time a munici- 
pality has filed objections. 


Tho railroad asked for the hike to be 


effective Jan. 1, but ICC deliberations 
likely will carry it far past that point. 
Recent hike requests have been held as 
long as 11 months. 


Arlington Heights Atty. Jack Siegel 


and an attorney for the village of West 
Chicago havo probed the possibility of 
cutting costs os the railroad instead of 
raising fares, and have cross-examined 
railroad officials for hours. 


State Rep. Calvin Skinner, R-Crystal 


Lake, is opposing Increases on the C&NW 
and the Milwaukee Road on grounds that 
no hikes should be allowed until tho Re- 
gional Transportation Authority estab- 
lishes grants. He says Increases thwart 
tho RTA legislation that proposed stabili- 
zation of fares — a policy the railroads 
promoted in pushing for passage of the 
RTA referendum last March. 


Charging that the railroads could reap 


huge profits with RTA contracts for ser- 
vice, Skinner sold taxpayers served by 
the C&NW could lose twice. If the rail- 
road raises faros and doesn't lose money, 
it cannot seek subsidies. Therefore, sub- 
sidy money will go to other commuter 
railroads that are operating at losses. 


A suburban commuter on a C&NW lino 


would pay higher fares for his service, 
and his RTA tax money would subsidize 
tho other railroads he doesn't use, Skin- 
ner said. "For them (C&NW) to get mon- 
ey, they have to lose money," he said. 


Skinner, a leader in the kNOw RTA 


Committee that fought to defeat the RTA 
referendum, also Is seeking from the ICC 
a definition of "reasonable rate of re- 
turn." 


At rate hike hearings for the Mil- 


waukee Road and the C&NW, Skinner 
said he learned that tho Milwaukee's def- 
inition is 10 per cent. The C&NW sets It 
at 20-25 per cent, Skinner said.

roads are considered a regulated utility, 
Skinner said.

Ford named Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller Sunday to head an eight- 
m e m b e r commission investigating 
charges of Illegal domestic spying by the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


Other members Ford picked to serve 


on the generally-conservative panel In- 
cluded Ronald Reagan, a former Re- 
publican governor of California, and two 
men who served In the Democratic cabi- 
nets of John F. Kennedy and Lyndon B. 
Johnson. 


Ford's announcement of the commis- 


sion membership camo tho day after he 
decided the panel should be formed to 
investigate allegations tho CIA spied ille- 
gally on thousands of Americans within 
the United States. Such domestic spying 
would violate the CIA's 1947 charter. 


Tho "blue ribbon" commission was or- 


dered to deliver its report to Ford by 
April 4. The White House said the re- 
port would be turned over to Congress, 
which Is planning Us own CIA In- 
vestigation, and eventually would bo 
mado public. 


A parallel Investigation of the charges 


by the FBI — traditionally the CIA's 
arch rival — already is under way, tho 
Whlto House said late Saturday.

terview that no date had been set for the 
commission's first meeting. 


In announcing the commission's crea- 


tion, Ford said he wanted It to determine 
whether the CIA had "exceeded Its statu- 
tory authority" and decide whether addi- 
tional "safeguards" are necessary to 
maintain national security without com- 
promising traditional "democratic In- 
stitutions and fundamental freedoms." 


Tho President's action was triggered 


by allegations In news reports and from 
members of Congress that the CIA car- 
ried out burglaries and electronic sur- 
veillance during the 1960s and early 1970s 
and that the agency spied on or kept dos- 
siers on as many as 10,000 Americans, 
particularly activists opposed to the Viet- 
nam War. 


Ford directed the commission to sub- 


mit any evidence of Illegal activity to tho 
attorney general. 


Press Secretary Ron Nesson told re- 


porters Saturday that no government of- 
ficials would serve on the commission. 


Ncsscn said Sunday he meant his ear- 


lier statement to refer only to members 
of Congress, the. judiciary or lesser offi- 
cials of tho executive branch.

5 die as ship hits bridge 


At least five persons were killed and 32 injured Sunday 


night when a 10,000-ton ship rammed the supports of Tasman 
bridgo in Hobart, Australia. The ship sank and the center 
section of the bridge collapsed into tho Dcrwcnt River. Eight 
members of its crow were missing. Officials believed the ship 
mistook an opening on the eastern side of the bridge for tho 
main navigation channel.

Reuss: cut taxes to fight recession 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. Henry S. 


Rcuss,'D-Wls., a top economic policy-set- 
ter in Congress, said Sunday that person- 
al income taxes should be cut by $10 bil- 
lion within the next 60 days to help con- 
trol the nation's "intolerable" recession 
level. 


Ho proposed that taxes be pored by 


cither allowing a $225 credit to low and 
moderate income wage-earners or by re- 
ducing the Social Security payroll levy, 
which he labeled "tho crudest tax of 
all." 


"One of the primary sources of our 


economic troubles today is that there Is 
not enough purchasing power by the av- 
erage middle class family in this coun- 
try," Reuss said. "We do need a tax 
cut." 


Rcuss, a member of both the Joint 


Congressional Committee and the House 
Banking Committee, strongly criticized 
the administration for "running around 
in circles for so many months while the 
economy has deteriorated." 
. "We've got the kind of recession that is 
a b s o l u t e l y intolerable and which 
shouldn't have been allowed to get this 
bad," he said. "We ought to start turning 
It around tomorrow instead of playing 
this Rip Van Winkle act that the ad- 
ministration has been playing." 


Rcuss also said he was "very much 


opposed" to an oil tariff idea that Presi- 
dent Ford reportedly is leaning toward in 
hopes of reducing consumption. 


Ho said It would have "very bad con- 


sequences" on the nation as a whole and 
would have an especially "unfortunate 
impact on a lot of innocent people" such 
as those who drive long distances to and 
from work. 


Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott, 


meanwhile, said ho favored taxing oil 
imports to reduce them by \Vt million 
barrels a day — "but only If you couple 


it with gasoline allocations." 


"I think we're headed for certain days 


on which you can't buy gasoline — per- 
haps Sundays," Scott said. 


In other economic developments: 
• The chairman of the new House So- 


cial Security subcommittee pledged he 
will try to lower payroll taxes next year, 
using general tux revenues to moke up 
tho resulting deficit In Social Security 
funding. Rep. James Burke, D-Mass., 
branded "outrageous" a recent recom- 
mendation by the Social Security Adviso- 


ry Council which said Social Security 
taxes should be raised for those already 
paying the'maximum and that certain 
benefits should be lowered. 


• The beleaguered U.S. auto industry 


begins the first full week of 1975 with 14 
of its assembly plants closed and nearly 
100,000 workers off the job. Thousands 
more will be out of work in the coming 
weeks, the automakers say, because pro- 
duction of just 450,000 cars is planned for 
January — 29 per cent below last year's 
already depressed pace and the lowest 


for the month in 14 years. 


• Five men — employes of the Gener- 


al Services Administration — will gather 
around a plain, government-issue table 
today to open scaled bids on 2 million 
ounces of Treasury Department gold. 
What they find could push the precious 
metal's price even lower than the level it 
reached last week. Although GSA and 
Treasury officials declined to speculate 
on auction demand, private experts said 
the gold bidding probably will be slow 
and will knock down prices even further.

Urge Arab nations shape new oil strategies

The Arab nations should immediately 


shape new political, military and eco- 
nomic strategies to counter the possi- 
bility of American military 
action 


against Arab oilfields, a semiofficial Eg- 
yptian newspaper said Sunday. 


Salah Montasscr, oil affairs writer for 


the Cairo newspaper At Ahram, said 
blowing up oilfields In the event of Amer- 
ican military intervention would not be 
effective enough. 


He commented on Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger's interview with 
Business Week magazine in which Kiss- 
inger raised the possibility of military 
action if use of oil as a weapon brought 
"some actual strangulaton of the indus- 
trialized world." 


Montasser said an American invasion 


was no longer inconceivable as some 
Arab officials believed, and Kissinger's 
remarks represent "a clearly defined 


line in his country's strategy." 


"It is within the Arabs' power, and 


they should get on with it immediately, 
to formulate a new oil strategy different 
from that adopted in 1973," when the 
Arabs imposed their oil embargo after 
the October Arab-Israeli war. 


Kuwaiti minister of state Abdcl Azzis 


Hussein, also commenting on the Kiss- 
inger interview, said Arab oil-producing 
countries advocate dialogue and not 
force in dealing with the world energy 
situation. 


"The Arabs are used to such state- 


ments from the great powers which aim 
at restraining the freedom of the oil pro- 
ducers to decide on their own the price of 
their raw materials," he said. 


In Washington, two veteran Democrat- 


ic congressmen sharply criticized Presi- 
dent Ford and Kissinger for publicly 
speculating that the United States might 
go to war if "strangled" for oil. But Sen- 


ate Republican Leader Hugh Scott dis- 
agreed, saying the U.S. "wouldn't be 
worth a damn as a nation" if it were 
unwilling to stage a last ditch fight for 
survival. 


In Jerusalem, a homemade bomb po- 


lice said was planted by Arab terrorists 
exploded in a trash can next to a stack of 
egg cartons, splattering passersby with 
raw eggs but causing no serious •casu- 
alties. Two other explosive devices were 
found elsewhere in the city but dis- 
mantled before they could go off. 


In Carlo, security authorities arrested

Drug prices could be cut 50%: panel 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The price 


consumers pay for prescription antibiotic 
drugs could be cut by more than 50 per 
cent if drug stroes were able to buy the 
lowest priced drugs available, a private 
research group said Sunday. 


The cheaper drugs are not always 


available to pharmacists because com- 
panies producing the more expensive 
brands often dominate the market, said 
tho report by the Council on Economic 
Priorities. 


There are wide variations in price for 


drugs that have the same common or ge- 
neric name but which arc sold by differ- 
ent companies to doctors under specific 
brand names, even though they may be 
the same in effectiveness, tho report 
said. 


C. Joseph Stetlcr, president of the 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers Associ- 
ation, called the study "interesting" but 
said "the basic thrust appears to be 
against the patent and brand name sys- 
tems, which constitute the bedrock for 
innovation and quality in all of American 
industry." 


"Hence," ho said, "tho study gives 


woefully short shrift to the incentives 
that spur drug Innovation and the quest 
for new products and services." 


Stetlcr said the report appeared to be 


advocating "the reduction of the phar- 
maceutical industry to the status of a 
commodity supplier, with price alone as 
the sole criterion." 


"Such a course would bring a virtual 


end to drug research and to tho concept 
of maintaining standards of excellence in 


the nation's drug supply — a result we 
doubt that society prefers when disease 
still brings vast economic and personal 
loss to millions of people," he said. 


As an example, the Council's study list- 


ed the drug erythromycin, which it said 
is made by Milan Laboratories for 
SmithKline, Pfizer, Parke-Davis, and 
Squibb. The published wholesale price 
varies from $10.15 to as high as $15.87 
"for identical packages of 100, 250-milli- 
gram tablets," said the study. 


Another drug, tetracycline hydrochlo- 


ride, is sold under eight principal differ- 
ent brand names. 


"These eight are but a fraction of the 


brand names under which tetracycline is 
sold; but they are singled out because 
they arc those products with 1973 drug 


store sales of more than $300,000 on the 
supplier level," the report said. 


"The transaction price for a package 


of 1,000 250-milligram capsules ranged 
among the firms from Pfizer's $16.87 to 
Lederle's $27.59. 


"With respect to non-branded supplier 


products, CEP found six firms that sold 
the drug in the same quantity for less 
than $9.00," said the report published by 
the non-profit public interest organization 
which turns out studies of major U.S. 
corporations. 


"If drug stores were able to acquire 


these drugs at the price of the lowest 
priced supplier, their acquisition costs 
could be reduced by more than 50 per 
cent, a saving that could then be passed 
on to the consumer," the CEP said.

Original requests 
for operating funds totaled $918,3 million, 
Prince said, and requests for buildings 
from the schools totaled $361 million. 


Prince said, "We believe this budget Is 


an excellent balance between supporting 
higher education quality and making 


prudent use of the resources of the 
state." He cautioned officials of individ- 
ual schools against "going out on their 
own and trying to get more (from the 
legislature). I think they may end up 
with less." 


THE FUNDS recommended for build- 


ing projects for Harper and Oakton total 
about $12.6 million, including $10,055,175 
for beginning construction on Oakton's 
campus and for land purchase and devel- 
opment of the site. Oakton officials hope 
construction will start during 1975. 


The budget also includes $522,718 to be 


added to $2,981,000 appropriated last 
year for vocational education buildings 
at Harper and $2,083,973 for a classroom 
building at Harper. Harper officials hope 
to break ground for the vocational build- 
Ing this spring, with construction on the 
classroom building beginning about one 
year later. 


The state appropriations represent 75 


per cent of the cost of the buildings for 
the two community colleges. The remain- 
Ing 25 per cent of the building costs will 
be paid out of local taxes.

MILLER BUILDERS, developers of the 
Mill Crook 
subdivision won't be 


asked to pay for winter snow remov- 
al. Village Mgr. Daniol Larson said a 


Mill Creek 
snow removal 
to continue 


The Village of Buffalo Grove Is provid- 


ing snow and ice removal for Mill Creek 
subdivision streets although it still has 
not accepted the streets from developer 
Miller Builders Inc. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


village will stick by an agreement made 
about two years ago with Miller officials 
that full snow service would be provided 
as soon as final surfacing was applied to 
streets In the subdivision. 


He said residents in Mill Creek already 


pay property and motor fuel tax money 
to the village, funds that are used to cov- 
er snow removal costs, "so why should 
there be a double billing?" he said. 


LAST MONTH, Public Works Director 


Charles McCoy said he would seek a 
$2,000 payment from Miller for snow re- 
moval service because the streets In the 
subdivision were not accepted by the vil- 
lage for maintenance. 


Normally, streets must be approved by 


the village for maintenance before being 
added to the snow route. McCoy said his 
crews have been plowing Mill Creek 
streets anyway and spreading salt to 
avoid Inconveniencing motorists. 


McCoy said he sent Miller the bill In 


hopes of speeding up performance of the 
required maintenance so the village 
could accept the streets. 


He said so far, no notification has been 


received of the work consisting of what 
he called "minor repairs" being done. 


Larson said he has been told by Miller 


officials / the remaining 
maintenance 


would be completed by next spring ad- 
ding that In the meantime, Miller will be 
unable to obtain release of Its improve- 
ments bonds until the work is done. 


Any bills sent to the Miller firm for 


snow service will be canceled, Larson 
said.

Civic and community leaders generally 


have reacted positively to news that 
Madison Square Garden Corp. may plan 
a new football stadium for the Chicago 
Bears at Arlington Park Race Track. 


"I would be very interested in listening 


to anything they have to say about it. I 
think it has some great possibilities. But 
I really want to take a good look at what 
they're talking about, particularly the 
economic feasibility," said Village Pros. 
Ralph H. Clarbour of Arlington Heights. 


Alan Cohen, president of Madison 


Square Garden Corp., last week said the 
company is studying the economic feasi- 
bility of building a major new sports sta- 
dium at Arlington ftrk, which it owns. 
Cohen said he has talked about the site 
with Bears owner George Halas who has 
not ruled It out. 


"I WOULD LIKE to see it happen, but 


I don't think it will," said Palatine Vil- 
lage Pros. Wendell E. Jones. "I'll believe 
it when I see it. I don't think Mayor Da- 
ley will let the team out of Chicago." 


Daley was reported to have ordered 


plans drawn for a new stadium on the 
Soldier Field site in Chicago, presumably 
for the Bears, but it is not known how 
this move would affect arena plans at 
Arlington Park. 


Jones said he would rather see a sta- 


dium built at the track than the 5,000-unit 
high-rise apartment housing project that 
has been proposed for 190 acres. 


Richard Goedke, president of the West- 


gate Civic Assn. that represents 1,000 Ar- 
lington Heights homeowners east of 
Wilke Rood, also said a stadium prob- 
ably would be more acceptable than the 
housing development. 


"Let's face it, the land at the race 


track has to be developed one way or 
another. We're not opposed to devel- 
opment per se, but we are concerned 


about how it is done," Goedke said Fri- 
day. 


Without having had the opportunity to 


discuss the idea with Wcstgate associ- 
ation members, Goedke said he "couldn't 
see how they'd oppose it too much. We'd 
certainly hate to see that residential de- 
velopment go in." 


ROLLING MEADOWS officials also re- 


acted with general favor to the stadium 
Idea. 


"It wouldn't have any more impact 


than the racing season, and maybe not 
as much. Racing goes oj six days a 
as much. Racing goes on six days a 
week. If they start with night football, 
maybe that would have some effect," 
said City Mgr. James Watson. 


Aid Merrill Wucrch, 1st, said traffiic 


and noise would be the two obvious Im- 
pacts on the city. Aid. Thomas Waldron, 
2nd, said the race track would be "an 
Ideal place" for the Bears to play. 


"I think it would be good for the area 


— a lot better than those apartments. 
Traffic could be channeled right out so 
we'd hardly notice it," Waldron said. 


ONE SOURCE OF opposition to the 


stadium plans, If they arc ever drawn, 
may come from the Arlington Crest sub- 
division in Palatine north of the race 
track. 


"I doubt very much that the subdivi- 


sion would support the development of a 
sports complex at the race track. We 
have been opposed to all other devel- 
opment there just because of the effects 
it would have on our neighborhood," said 
Evaline Stcnzel, president of the Arling- 
ton Crest Civic Assn. 


The association plans to discuss the 


possible stadium plan at its next meeting 
Jan. 14, she said. 


Clarbour said a sports stadium could 


be "far more compatible use of the race 
track land than putting 13,000 people on 
it to live."

Budget example 


set by governor 


With families and businesses ev- 


erywhere undergoing sometimes 
agonizing cutbacks in their spend- 
ing linbits, it is encouraging to see 
Gov. Daniel Walker applying the 
same belt-tightening to state gov- 
ernment. 


The governor has declared a 


freeze on hiring in state govern- 
ment and directed agencies under 
his control to reduce non-essential 
spending practices. He has esti- 
mated that these steps can save 
the state $15 million per year. 


That sum, in an annual budget of 


nearly $8 billion, is not over- 
whelming. But as we arc all com- 
ing to realize in these times, every 
dollar counts. 


We ngrcc with Walker that lay- 


offs of persons now employed 
should be avoided, in cases where 
their job functions arc justified. We 
would, however, encourage him to 
take n close look at his personnel 
lists and determine whether there 
is any fat to be trimmed from the 
governor's payroll. 


Among his budget-trimming di- 


rectives is one ordering govern- 
ment agencies to justify or elimi- 
nate "certain middle management 
positions." The governor would be 
well-advised to take the lead in 
doing this, and in doing it publicly. 


Aside from personnel, Walker or- 


dered a 20 per cent reduction in 
overtime expenses, a 10 per cent 
cutback in contractual 
services, 


and a 50 per cent reduction in costs 
for copying documents. He also or- 
dered a halt to certain travel ex- 
penses, such as paying for lunches 
of state employes on the road, and 
eliminating publication of "news- 
letters" which were often used by 
government agencies for their own 
aggrandizement. 


While these may not seem earth- 


shattering, they are the kinds of 
steps which can'add up to a sub- 
stantial saving, and which should 
be made a permanent part of state 
policy. If the governor can make 
his policy work and avoid any In- 
crease in state taxes, he will have 
done a service to the taxpayers' 
belcagured pockctbooks. 


Fulbrighfs legacy 


The Renaissance man from the 


hills of Arkansas, J. William Ful- 
bright. is gone from the U.S. Sen- 
ate, but his standards of lead- 
ership, in both foreign and domes- 
tic affairs, remain to guide both 
present and future Senators. 


The affable Fulbright was, of 


course, best known for his lead- 
ership of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, especially at the 
height of the Vietnam War when 
his committee dared to ask unsettl- 
ing questions about American par- 
ticipation in that conflict. 


« 


In recent years, Fulbright has 


been a strong advocate of detente 
and a supporter of the achieve- 
ments of Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. It's consistent with his 
beliefs that cooperation, not con- 
flict, should be the goals of Amcri- 
can foreign policy. 


His legacy to this nation extends 


far beyond the doors of the Senate 
F o r e i g n Relations Committee, 
however. As a freshman Congress- 
man in 1043, he submitted the reso- 
lution which helped create the 
United Nations. In 1046 he initiated 
the international exchange 
pro- 


gram for students and scholars, 
which continues as the Fulbright- 
Hays program. In the 1950s and 
1960s, he helped create the Kenne- 
dy Center for the Performing Arts 
in Washington, D.C., and the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts. 


Fulbright's 31-year career in 


Congress ended when he was de- 
feated for reelection last year by 
Dale Bumpers, Arkansas governor. 
But the legacy of J. William Ful- 
bright, as a benchmark of lead- 
ership for other elected officials, 
must never be forgotten by the 
members of Congress who will lead 
this nation in future years. 


Dangerous daredevil

exploit from the 


summer of 1974 has become a 
spectre for the parents of small 
children across the United States. 


The culprit Is Evcl Knievcl, that 


devil-may-care maniac who tried 
and failed last September to leap 
the Snake River Canyon in Idaho 
on a rocket-powered motorcycle. 


Predictably, Knlevel's well-pub- 


licized jump has encouraged our 
children to duplicate the feat by us- 
ing tricycles and bicycles on a 
smaller scale. 


The result has been injury to far 


too many youngsters.

Inflation a threat to democracy

WASHINGTON - J. "William Ful- 


bright, D-Ark., ended 30 years In the Sen- 
ate this week convinced that industrial 
nations, including the United States, (ace 
economic and political collapse unless 
they can gain a substantial reduction in 
oil prices within the next few years. 


"It's very serious, this continued ero- 


sion of the economic base of the non- 
Communist world," ho said in a farewell 
interview with UPI. "It's no small mat- 
ter. I think it is much more serious than 
the administration seems to think." 


Fulbright said it was crucial to per- 


suade oil-producing countries within the 
next five years to lower their prices from 
$10 or more a barrel to a "reasonable 
price" of $7 or $8 a barrel. 


"Otherwise, we are all going broke," 


ho said. 


"And when I say broke, I mean the 


system — I mean the non-Communist 
economic system — is very likely to col- 
lapse, and with it the individual coun- 
tries. 


"As you know, tho political system 


usually goes with it, and you get a trend 
towards authoritarianism, and every- 
thing else." 


Ho paused: 
"It's extremely serious, and especially 


when you consider that China is not un- 
dergoing it at all. China is very stable.. 


. exports oil... is a powerful country." 


FULBRIGHT, RELAXED and comfort- 


able in an old tweed jacket, was inter- 
viewed in his office the day before he 
resigned on New Year's Eve to give his 
seat to former Arkansas Gov. Dale 
Bumpers, his successful primary election 
opponent. 


Chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 


tions Committee since 1959, Fulbright ex- 
pressed disappointment at the cold war 
distrust and suspicion he still sees in 
Congress. 


He was critical of Sen. Henry M. Jack- 


son, 0-Wash., for attacking President 
Ford's strategic arms agreement with 
tho Soviets and for using the foreign 
trade act to force Moscow to case re- 
strictions on Jewish emigration. 


"Jackson makes no bones about it," 


Fulbright sold. "Ho has no trust, no con- 
fidence whatever in the Russians. 


"But how do you get it? Do you devel- 


op it by threats? No. You do not. I think 
you get it by negotiations, by mutual re- 
spect and understanding. 


"I think Congress has put extremely 


serious obstacles in Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger's way in this inter- 
ference with detente, and In their com- 
plete and unrestrained support of Israel 
— to a point where it removes any in- 
centive for Israel to seek a settlement. 


"And these arc obstacles which it is

Can we actually 
bite the bullet?

Speculation Is rife this week over what 


President Ford hod in mind when he 
vowed he would soon propose "hard and 
tough" new economic measures. 


Some observers are predicting Ills pro- 


gram will be hard enough to include a 
tax cut. But I think it unlikely the Presi- 
dent will get that tough. 


For one thing, as Ford once said in 


another connection, the people wouldn't 
stand for it. 


And how would he ever get it through 


Congress? 


Tho Senate conceivably might take a 


statesman-like approach, putting the na- 
tional interest ahead of political consid- 
erations, and approve a tax reduction. 


BUT THE NEW House of Representa- 


tives, with its heavily Democratic major- 
ity, is expected to be inordinately sensi- 
tive to public opinion. 


When the cards and letters of protest 


start rolling in from the folks back home, 
you con bet that House members will 
quickly abandon any notion of cutting 
taxes. 


Ford, very much a political animal 


himself, undoubtedly is aware of this. 
While I can picture him recommending 
some sort of plan under which people 
could voluntarily reduce their taxes, I 
find it difficult to believe he would make 
tho reduction mandatory. 


The voluntary system would be easy to 


install. There could simply be a place at 
the bottom of the income tax form where 
taxpayers could indicate whether they 
wished to receive a larger rebate than 
the amount to which they would other- 
wise be entitled. 
, 


Or, if they owed more taxes than had 


been withheld, they could check a box 
that would automatically put them in a 
lower bracket. 


THE TYPE 'OF leadership that might 


condition the American people to accept- 
mandatory tax reductions isn't being 
provided at this time. 


Citizens in the rank and file just aren't 


convinced the nation's economic ills arc 
serious enough to warrant such hard and 
tough action. 


What might be done to give them a 


greater sense of urgency? 


I personally am convinced the time has 


come when Ford should take the bull by 
the horns and the bullet between his 
teeth and appoint a federal commission 
to study the economic situation. 


Confronted with problems they didn't 


quite know how to handle, presidents tra- 
ditionally have established commissions 
to look into the matter and report back 
in six months. 


It sounds drastic, sure. But it may be 


the only way to jolt complacency and 
make people realize there is an emergen- 
cy severe enough to warrant a tax cut.

FULBRIGHT SAID "cold warriors In 


the Kremlin" were bound to have ques- 
tions about the seriousness of U.S. policy 
on detente and the White House's ability 
to conclude agreements that would have 
congressional support. 


As he warned during a Nov. 2 speech 


at Westminster College in Fulton, Mo., 
scene of Winston Churchill's famed "iron 
curtain" speech in 1946, Fulbright be- 
lieves Italy "may conceivably succumb 
to communism or neo-facism" under its 
present economic strains. 


Britain, with its strong parliamentary 


tradition, might weather the storm for a 
longer time, he said, but "whatever the 
circumstances of each country, the fact 
remains that inflation has become a 
clear and present danger to democracy, 
including our American democracy." 


At home, Fulbright would seek far 


more stringent anti-inflationary mea- 
sures, possibly including wage-price con- 
trols, higher taxes and greater voluntary 
conservation efforts. 


FOR PEACE abroad, he would ask 


major concessions from Israel, now op- 
posed by the Tel Aviv government. In the 
interests of a permanent Middle East 
settlement. 


These would include Israel's return to 


its pre-1967 borders, transfer of the fer- 
tile West Bank back to Jordan and plac- 
ing Jerusalem under special status. Ful- 
bright said Israel's security could be 
guaranteed by the U.N. Security Council 
and further solidified by a U.S.-Israeli 
treaty. 


Fulbright regards the foreign scholar- 


ship program bearing his name as the 
crowning achievement of his years in 
Washington. Since it was established in 
1946, more than 115,000 Fulbright Schol- 
ars — American teachers, scholars and 
students — have studied in 122 foreign 
countries using U.S. frozen assets and 
matching funds. 


IN TRIBUTE to this achievement. Kis- 


singer said at a recent ceremony at the 
Woodrow Wilson International Center for 
Scholars that after World War II, Ful- 
bright had "perceived sooner than others 
that the cold war order must give way to 
a more pluralist and tolerant system in 
which neither great power would try to 
remold the world in its own image." 


Said Kissinger: "His views were often 


unpopular when first advanced, but be- 
cause he voiced them, opinion came to 
terms more rapidly with the reality he 
perceived. He has exercised leadership, 
not to exalt his own position, but to bring 
his country abreast of his own under- 
standing." 


Fulbright plans to stay in Washington 


for a while, perhaps serving from time to 
time as a special consultant to the State 
Department. 


Kissinger has indicated Fulbright will 


have work to do. "Bill Fulbright's wis- 
dom will not be lost to this nation," he 
said.

Barring a crossover of Republicans in 


Wednesday's election of the speaker of 
tho Illinois House of Representatives, a 
Rroup of reform-minded Democrats ap- 
pears to be In a position to force changes 
In some House procedures.

House rules, and said they expected 
more to join them In a pledge not to sup- 
port any speaker candidate who would 
not approve the plan. 


With Democrats enjoying a majority of 


101 to 70 over Republicans In the 70th 
G e n e r a l Assembly, which convenes 
Wednesday, election of a Democratic 
speaker is assured. 


However, 89 votes are required to elect 


a speaker, and unless Republicans cross 
over to vote for a Democrat — a rare 
occurrence In tho House—the 17 could

sent a consensus on needed reforms, but 
leave room for "Individual variances in 
opinions" on details. 


Proposals by the group include: 
• Creation of a House Committee on 


Operations. This committee would be 
given a voice in oqionditures by the 
speaker of $3.3 million In funds for oper- 
ation of tho House, and would conduct 
open meetings. 


• Rules on appropriations. Submission 


of tho governor's budget to the General 
Assembly would be advanced from tho 
first Wednesday in March to mid- 
January In the first year of the bicn- 
nlum. Tho House Appropriations Com- 
mittee would be directed to prepare bills 
conforming to the budget if the gover- 
nor's message was not accompanied by 
such bills. 


• Scheduling of bills. Earlier deadlines 


for the Introduction and advancement of 
bills would bo enforced to avoid the log- 
jam of legislation In May and June. 


• Notice of legislative votes. This 


would require the speaker to give public 
notice when Important bills arc to be 
called for a vote on the floor, similar to a 
rule adopted In 1D73 requiring 6tt days 
notice of committee hearings. 


• Rules on conference committees. No- 


tice would be required of the member- 
ship, business, and time and place of 
meetings of conference committees, fol- 


lowed by adequate notice to all members 
of the House of the nature of the confer* 
cnce committee report. In the last ses- 
sion of the legislature, many members 
complained that they were unable to ob- 
tain copies of conference committee re- 
ports and many doubted that the com- 
mittees ever met.

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Fraternities flourishing but hazing on way out 


by FREDERICK M. W1NSHIP 


Fraternities ore flourishing again on 


American campuses, but tho hoary cus- 
tom of "hazing" pledges Is tho exception 
rather than tho rule. 


Hazing, widespread before tho mid- 


1060s when Greek letter fraternities and 
sororities lost their popularity with stu- 
dents, could range from scavenger hunts 
to paddling and other physical abuso oc- 
casionally resulting In injury and even 
death. Tho hazing period was often 
called "hell week." 


Tha suffocation In November of Wil- 


liam Flowers, a Monmouth College 
(N.J.) student, when a grave ho was 
forced to dig as part of a Zcta Beta Tau 
Initiation rlto collapsed on him, led to 
speculation that hazing was making a 
comeback. A United Press International 
survey of a score of colleges and univer- 
sities from Columbia University In New 
York to the University of Hawaii in- 
dicates (hat this Is not tho case. 


THE Indianapolis-based National Intor- 


fratcrnlty Conference has banned hazing 
activities among Its members, 45 of tho 
nation's CO fraternities on some 600 


campuses. University authorities believe 
the ban is honored except in Isolated 
cases. Paddles bearing fraternity sym- 
bols havo been relegated to wall decora- 
tion, they say. 


Records of hazing tragedies In tho past 


10 years aro scarce and most indicate 
that the clement of accident Is more 
common than premeditated physical pun- 
ishment which could result in civil court 
charges. As an example, tho last publi- 
cized hazing death prior to that of Flow- 
ers happened In 1973 when Sigma Nu 
pledges at Butler University in Indiana 
were running along a highway at night. 
One was struck and killed by a car. 


"WE HAVE DEFINED hazing and 


banned it and every member fraternity 
has banned It," said Jack L. Anson, ex- 
ecutive director of tho National Inter- 
fraternity Conference. "There Is usually 
ono tragic Incident a year that draws na- 
tional attention. What may start out to 
bo the most innocent thing in the world 
can havo tragic results. Our problem is 
education and re-education as to what Is 
expected of fraternity members and 
what we consider undesirable actions." 


Undesirable actions, in addition to any 


form of physical abuse or exercise that 
might be dangerous, includes quests, 
treasure hunts and outlandish garb that 
aro likely to hold a person up to public 
attention or ridicule, according to Anson. 


HE INSISTED that hazing is not wide- 


spread and noted that pledges are "much 
more Independent than they were" a few 
years ago. A number of fraternities no 
longer have pledges but name associate 
members who are activated at the end of 
a month or two or orientation sessions. 


Herb Schwomeyer, dean of men at But- 


ler, said he was confident that hazing is 
"on a very limited basis and takes place 
behind closed doors." Only the most ob- 
vious cases come to light. A brand of 
Greek letters on the forearm of a Cornell 
fraternity initiate led last year to a ban 
on "any physically or psychologically 
harmful or mutilating activities" by the 
Interfratemlty Council at that university. 


Dean Henry Coleman of Columbia Col- 


1 e g e, Columbia University's under- 
graduate school, said he was surprised 
even to be asked about hazing because 
"that dates back to the '30s and '40s and 


was already on its way out here in the 
'SOS." 


BUT EDWARD KING, dean of men at 


Bradley University, Peorla, 111., voiced a 
warning that hazing "seems to be com- 
ing back a little." 


"I am a national officer of Sigma Chi 


and talking with other officers, I find 
that lost year and this year there seem 
to be more Incidents," King said. "It's a 
surprise to us. During the periods of stu- 
dent activism a few years ago there was 
absolutely no hazing." 


Dean Ann Hnwley, assistant director of 


student activities at the University of 
California at Berkeley, reported that an- 
tihazing statements are given out to the 
campus' 29 fraternities (five more than 
in 1970) each quarter and they must be 
signed by the house president. 


"There Is still probably a little fun and 


games, but nothing like Monmouth," 
Dean Hawley said. "If we found out 
about anything rough, we would take ac- 
tion. The frats now usually make pledges 
do cleanup work." 


CLEANUP WEEK has, Indeed, re- 


placed "hell week," according to Tom 


Spieker, president of Beta Theta Pi at 
UC. 


"Hell week isn't physical any more," 


he said. "The guys clean up, paint and 
do constructive work around the house. I 
think it is very constructive because it 
brings the house together. At the end of 
the initiation period it makes for a 
stronger fraternity." 


A spokesman for Stanford University 


in California, which has 12 fraternities, 
three of them coed, said there had been 
no hazing incidents for 20 years. Stanford 
had 24 fraternities in the 1960s and even 
then "hazing was stuff like dcpantsing 
some guy and leaving him in the moun- 
tains." Hazing is banned by state law in 
California. 


Houses that haze have difficulties get- 


ting students to join, a number of stu- 
dents pointed out. 


Rick Wagoner, president of Delta Tau 


Delta at Duke University, summed it up 
this way: "Today brothers don't feel it 
necessary to engage in this sort of activi- 
ty. They're more serious. They want 
more of a friendship relationship."

ACCORDING TO Stephen A. Thai, a 


certified gemologlst of the American 
Gem Society, virtually all the fine jade 
being mined in the world today comes 
from Burma, and the supply keeps fall- 
ing further short of the demand. 


Hong Kong, once the biggest market 


place for jade of all kinds, Is depleted 
and now the dealers come to the United 
States to buy expensive pieces for Japa- 
nese and other Oriental customers. 


Thai, president of the Fox's St. Francis 


jewelry firm in the St. Francis Hotel in 
San Francisco, explained that there are 
many kinds of jade, some In plentiful 
supply. The shortage is in jadeite, the 
best of which can be 1,000 times more 
valuable than a similar-appearing form 
of jade called nephrite. 


THAL ADVISED prospective buyers to 


consult an expert before making a pur- 
chase because there are so many kinds 
of jade and so many imitations. He rec- 
ommended seeing a registered jeweler or 
certified gemologist of the American 
Gem Society. The registered jeweler has 
taken a scries of studies and exam- 
inations in gem stones and must have 
five years retail jewelry experience. The 
certified gemologlst Is an even more ad- 
vanced title.

Advice against 
mayonnaise jars 
upsets readers 


If words could kill I'd be well buried 


by now from the outburst of mail gener- 
ated by my comment that mayonnaise 
jars should not be used for canning. 
Many are upset because they've used 
these jars for canning for years — with- 
out trouble; others because standard 
canning jars have been hard to find, and 
this is one time canning has never been 
more useful. I can only repeat that every 
authority in the field — government, uni- 
versity or home economics departments 
— recommends against mayonnaise jars 
for canning. 


One large mayonnaise processor 


agrees fully. One canning jar manufac- 
turer provides an instruction list which 
mentions the need for an extra turn of 
the lid when canning, but no mention is 
made that mayonnaise jars can be used. 
What it recommends is that any process 
follow USDA standards. I'm one who be- 
lieves in following safety rules, and I 
stand by the original column. 


As for using plain glass jars for freez- 


ing, my own experience has been con- 
vincing. After two sturdy coffee jars 
cracked with my wonderful (to me, at 
any rate) vegetable soup in them, even 
with proper allowance for expansion, I 
bought plastic containers. What do all 
the protesters want me to do? Go against 
official, expert advice?

Dear Dorothy: Can you substitute 


cocoa for baking chocolate in a recipe 
that calls for the chocolate?—Helena Ot- 
well. 


Have never tried it in cakes, but I do 


for brownies. For each ounce of choco- 
late, I use one-quarter cup of cocoa and 
one tablespoon of margarine. Works out 
fine.

Dear Dorothy: This hint is for the 


reader who wondered what to do with a 
blanket that had become harsh and 
shrunken after being washed in too-hot 
water. My grandmother gave me three 
lovely woolen blankets that also had been 
through very hot water. With nothing to 
lose, I washed them in lukewarm water 
on the gentle cycle, adding a cup of fab- 
ric softener In the rinse cycle. I put them 
into the dryer on the warm-permanent 
press cycle for 35 minutes. They came 
out very soft, just fit my beds and with 
no static electricity. I expect them to 
stretch a little with constant use. —June 
Gilbert.

Mike Wallace on talking 
end-never a dull moment 


NEW YORK — When you step'into 


Mike Wallace's office at CBS, you expect 
to see him sharpening a hatchet for his 
next interview on "60 Minutes." 


But Wallace, TV's best and toughest 


Interviewer, is ready to talk. The initial 
subject is the return of "60 Minutes" 
Sunday and his chat with G. Gordon Lid- 
dy, tho silent man of Watergate. 


"He's stubborn, brave, a patriot, and 


an erratic and confused man," said Wall- 
ace. "He says he doesn't think there can 
bo a democratic army, and he likes to 
talk about the German work ethic — 
Volkswagens are better than Vegas. 


"HE REGARDS politics as war, and in 


war ono does what is necessary to defeat 
tho enemy." 


Liddy, now free pending tho outcome 


of his appeal, already has served 22 
months of a six-year sentence. For his 
appearance on "60 Minutes," he refused 
to discuss anything substantive about 
Watergate. Nevertheless, Wallace, once 
called TV's DA, tried to pick Liddy's 
combination. 


"I really didn't expect him to tell me 


what he wouldn't discuss in court," said 
Wallace. "...What the segment will 
show is really a character sketch of tho 
only man who didn't talk." 


DESPITE LIDDY'S silence, Wallace, 


56, has had his share of headline-making 
revelations. 


On "60 Minutes," Paul Meadlo told 


about Lt. William Galley and tho My Lai

massacre; Lt. Col. Anthony Herbert 
(ret.), who alleged his military career 
was wrecked when he charged the Army 
with covering up war crimes in Vietnam, 
was embarrassed when his answers con- 
flicted with the testimony of others. And 
Norman Mailer was shown to have slop- 
pily researched his book about Marilyn 
Monroe, "Marilyn." 


Among Wallace's most famous inter- 


views was with mobster Mickey Cohen, 
who found himself calling a police officer 
a "sadistic degenerate" and an "alcohol- 
ic." A S3 million libel suit followed. 


DOES WALLACE enjoy leading inter- 


viewees down tho garden path before 
pushing them over a cliff? 


"You get a certain sort of thrill," said 


Wallace. "I'd be less than candid to say I 
didn't get some sort of satisfaction when 
you see an interviewee confronted with a 
statement of fact that pulls the legs out 
from under the position he has taken. Of 
course, you feel good because you dis- 
covered something the interviewee didn't 
want you to discover. 


"But I have no intention to destroy 


anybody. The point Is to Illuminate and 
report the information."

When pacemaker needed 


Would a pacemaker help a left bundle branch block? Haw 


li a pacemaker Installed and is It necessary to stop the 
heart? 


There arc numerous types of pacemakers. They represent a 


really Important advance in saving lives of people with heart 
disease. 


The pacemaker has nothing at all to do with bundle branch 


block. It is used when there is a serious block between the top 
and bottom ot the heart. Before each heart beat an electrical 
Impulse passes down over the top chambers (atria) and en- 
ters the lower pumping chambers (ventricles). When disease 
affects the area between the top and bottom chambers the 
impulse cannot get through. The pumping chambers may not 
pump fast enough on their own or even pump at all. When 
this happens then there Is not enough circulation, If any, to 
the brain and vital organs. 


The pacemaker literally bridges the gap where the disease 


Is and stimulates the pumping chambers to contract regularly 
fast enough to maintain adequate circulation. The electrical 
mechanism may be sot at a given rate or may even change 
as the rate of the top of the heart changes. These differences 
are variations In the typos of pacemakers available. 


YOU CAN HAVE a pacemaker machine outside the body 


used as a temporary device while the heart is recovering 
from a heart attack or even after heart surgery. If the heart 
regains its normal capacity to beat automatically on its own 
it can bo discontinued at that time. 


When the disease causes permanent damage a small pace- 


maker unit for power is surgically placed under the skin and 
the wires from the unit go to the heart. This enables the 
person to go about his usual business, even hiking If he has a 
mind to do so, and there are no other disease complications. 
Incidentally, you don't have to stop the heart to put in the 
pacemaker. 


Bundle branch block (right or left) refers to a problem In 


transmitting the electrical Impulse to the left or right side of 
the pumping chambers. It may cause a momentary delay, in 
the order of hundrcdths of a second, In contraction ot the 
blocked side. This has no important consequence. These 
blocks are mostly important only in relation to what causes 
them. If it is a birth defect it may not be Important at all. If 
a bundle branch block develops because of a heart attack, it 
Is Important only In that it reveals the presence of the heart 
attack. 


If you blocked all of the electrical fibers to the right and 


left side of the heart at the same time you could produce a 
form of block between the top and bottom of the heart. In 
emergency situations, as in a coronary care unit, this is kept 
in mind and Is one reason the personnel there are concerned 
when a bundle branch block occurs during the heart attack 
Illness. However, they arc equipped to handle that problem if 
It arises.

She said about 20 
per cent of Wheeling's population is con- 
centrated along the road, creating heavi- 
er traffic than in the past and making 
the present speed limit unsafe. 


HOY FONDA, north area traffic engi- 


neer for the Illinois Dcpt. of Trans- 
portation, said last week the state has 
monitored traffic along the road several 
times In the lost year and'cannot justify 
lowering the speed limit below 50 m.p.h. 


The speed limit was lowered by 5 m.p.h. 
last summer. 


Speed limits are set by the state ac-

Now RTA chairman Milton Pikarsky Is 


tackling his biggest obstacle — the sub- 
urbs — with promises of equal consid- 
eration with Chicago and development of 
a suburban service division In the RTA 
structure. 


"While tho City of Chicago is the larg- 


est governmental subdivision of this 
area, the entire suburban area Is equally

"All capabilities of the RTA, including 


funding and revenues, must bo utilized In 
accordance with this cardinal principal 
of treating the Chicago area as a whole, 


with full realization that the entire area 
is more important than any single part. 


"We cannot permit any portion of the 


area to be favored at the expense of the 
others. We could not, for instance, adopt 
policies that would penalize suburban 
service to the benefit of transit service In 
Chicago," he said. 


Pikarsky said one of his first tasks 


may be to equalize fares on suburban 
bus and commuter railroad systems. 


To ensure efficient bus service in the 


suburban areas, he said, he will establish 
the suburban service unit 'and propose 
that the director of the division be se- 
lected by the suburban members of the 
RTA board.

But 
I really wont to take a good look at what 
they're talking about, particularly the 
economic feasibility," said Village Pres. 
Ralph H. Clarbour of Arlington Heights. 


Alan Cohen, president of Madison 


Square Garden Corp., last week said the 
company is studying the economic feasi- 
bility of building a major new sports sta- 
dium at Arlington ftrk, which it owns. 
Cohen said he has talked about the site 
with Bears owner George Halas who has 
not ruled it out. 


"I WOULD LIKE to see it happen, but 


I don't think it will," said Palatine Vil- 
lage Pres. Wendell E. Jones. "I'll believe 
It when I see it. I don't think Mayor Da- 
ley will let the team out of Chicago." 


Daley was reported to have ordered 


plans drawn for a new stadium on the 
Soldier Field site in Chicago, presumably 
for the Bears, but it is not'known how 
this move would affect arena plans at 
Arlington Park. 


Jones said he would rather see a sta- 


dium built at the track than the 5,000-unit 
high-rise apartment housing project that 
has been proposed for 190 acres. 


Richard Goedke, president of the West- 


gate Civic Assn. that represents 1,000 Ar- 
lington Heights homeowners east of 
Wllkc Road, also said a'stadium prob- 
ably would bo more acceptable than Uie 
housing development. 


"Let's face It, the land at the race 


track has to be developed one way or 
another. We're not opposed to devel- 
opment per sc, but we are concerned 
about how it Is done," Goedke said Fri- 
day. 


Without having had the opportunity to 


discuss the Idea with Westgate associ- 
ation members, Goedke said he "couldn't 
see how they'd oppose it too much. We'd 
certainly hate to see that residential de- 
velopment go in." 


ROLLING MEADOWS officials also re- 


acted'with general favor to the stadium 
Idea. 


"It wouldn't have any more impact 


than the racing season, and maybe not 
as much. Racing goes oj six days a 
as much.

Heights becoming involved in the financ- 
ing of an Arlington Park stadium, Clar- 
bour said, "I don't know of any of these 
facilities that have been built that don't 
have some public financing." 


He said the village might consider 


backing a revenue bond issue for the sta- 
dium that would be paid off entirely by 
stadium Income. But he discounted any 
general obligation bond issue for the 
project. 


"If the thing flunked with general obli- 


gation bonds then the taxpayer is stuck. 
And I think the taxpayer is stuck enough 
without having to worry about football 
stadiums or baseball parks," he said.

Preliminary figures compiled by the 


Des Plalnes Police Dcpt. show the city 
crimo rate Increased by less than 10 per 
cent in 1074 substantially less than the 
nationwide suburban nine-month average 
of 20 per cent. 


A l t h o u g h Federal Bureau of In- 


vestigation statistics released last week 
Include national figures for only tho first 
nine months of tho year, Des Plalnes po- 
llco calculated their statistics based on 
preliminary figures for the entire year. 


Lt Mlko Clark, head of the depart- 


ment's records division, said that accord- 
ing to his calculations tho city experi- 
enced Its biggest Increase In tho number 
of burglaries, which jumped by about 13 
per cent from 1073. 


Clark said a significant Increase in the 


number of auto thefts also was reported 
In 1074, up about IS per cent from the 
1073 figure. 


CLARK CALLED .tho increases In 


these two categories disturbing and said 
tho riso In tho number of burglaries 
could bo attributed to several largo 
thefts from office complexes. Increases 
in residential burglaries also contributed 
to the rise, Clark said. 


"The jump In burglaries is particularly 


disturbing because wo had a leveling off

Suburbs wary of Pikarsky as RTA chief

Suburban officials aro uneasy about 


the appointment of CTA chairman Milton 
Pikarsky as chairman of the Regional 
Transportation Authority. 


Pikarsky plans to meet this skepticism 


with a concentrated effort to improve 
mass transportation in the suburbs, he 
said two hours after his appointment was 
approved Friday. 


The RTA board approved Plkarsky's 


nomination by a 6-lo-2 vote when two 
suburban board members who earlier op- 
posed him switched their votes. A salary 
has not been established, but It is ex- 
pected to be 180,000 to 1100,000 a year. 


John Woods, former Arlington Heights 


village president who reluctantly backed 
tho RTA referendum In March, said of 
the appointment, "I think it's absolutely 
imperative that they get off tho dime and 
move ahead. I don't believe Pikarsky is 
an acceptable chairman in large part be- 
cause of his very close association with 
Mayor Daley." 


"On tho other hand, he has tho unique 


opportunity to prove everyone wrong. If 
he can distinguish between the CTA and 
tho RTA, all of us would wish him well," 
Woods said.

Now RTA chairman Milton Pikarsky is 


tackling his biggest obstacle — the sub- 
urbs — with promises of equal consid- 
eration with Chicago and development of 
a suburban service division in the RTA 
structure. 


"While the'City of Chicago Is the larg- 


est governmental subdivision of this 
area, the entire suburban area is equally 


as important in the terms of the need to 
maintain, Improve and expand public 
transportation as a necessary public ser- 
vice," he said. 


"All capabilities of the RTA, including 


funding and revenues, must be utilized in 
accordance with this cardinal principal 
of treating the Chicago area as a whole, 


with full realization that the entire area 
is more important than any single part. 


"We cannot permit any portion of the 


area to be favored at the expense of the 
others. We could not, for instance, adopt 
policies that would penalize suburban 
service to the benefit of transit service in 
Chicago," he said. 


Pikarsky said one of his first tasks 


may be to equalize fares on suburban 
bus and commuter railroad systems. 


To ensure efficient bus service in the 


suburban areas, he said, he will establish 
the suburban service unit and propose 
that the director of the division be se- 
lected by the suburban members of the 
RTA board.

Affairs will conduct a free study on the 
feasibility of the park district's selling 
various kinds of bonds to finance the 
project sometime late next summer, said 
Jack Clacs, a superintendent of porks 
and recreation. The state agency also 
will provide the park district with esti- 
mates of the amount of annual revenue 
(lift could bo expected from operating 
the proposed golf course. 


Clacs said he plans to talk to officials 


of other area park districts that own golf 
courses in the next several months to ob- 
tain Information tho Dcpt. of Local Gov- 
ernment Affairs will need for the study.

Area leaders back plan for stadium

Civic and community leaders generally 


have reacted positively to news that 
Madison Square Garden Corp. may plan 
a new football stadium for the Chicago 
Bears at Arlington Park Race Track. 


"I would be very Interested in listening 


to anything they have to say about it. I 
think it has some great possibilities. But 
I really want to take a good look at what 
they're talking about, particularly the 
economic feasibility," sold Village Pres. 
Ralph H. Clarbour of Arlington Heights. 


Alan Cohen, president of Madison 


Square Garden Corp., last week said the 
company Is studying the economic feasi- 
bility of building a major new sports sta- 
dium at Arlington ftrk, which it owns. 
Cohen said he has talked about tho site 
with Bears owner George Halas who has 
not ruled It out. 


"I WOULD LIKE to see it happen, but 


I don't think it will," said Palatine Vil- 
lage Pres. Wendell E. Jones. "I'll believe 
it when I see it. I don't think Mayor Da- 
Icy will let the team out of Chicago." 


Daley was reported to have ordered 


plans drawn for a new stadium on the 
Soldier Field site in Chicago, presumably 
for the Bears, but it is not known how 


this move would affect arena plans at 
Arlington Park. 


Jones said he would rather see a sta- 


dium built at the track than the 5,000-unit 
high-rise apartment housing project that 
has been proposed for 190 acres.

lington Heights homeowners cast of

Suburbs wary of Pikarsky as RTA chief

Suburban officials arc uneasy about 


the appointment of CTA chairman Milton 
Pikarsky as chairman of the Regional 
Transportation Authority. 


Pikarsky plans to meet this skepticism 


with a concentrated effort to improve 
mass transportation In tho suburbs, he 
said two hours after his appointment was 
approved Friday. 


Tho RTA board approved Fikarsky's 


nomination by a O-to-2 veto when two 
suburban board members who earlier op- 
posed him switched their votes. A salary 
has not been established, but It is ex- 
pected to be $80,000 to $100,000 a year. 


John Woods, former Arlington Heights 


village president who reluctantly backed 
tho RTA referendum In March, said of 
the appointment, "I think It's absolutely 
imperative that they get off the dime and 
movo ahead. I don't believe Pikarsky is 
on acceptable chairman In largo part be- 
cause of his very close association with 
Mayor Daley." 


"On tho other hand, ho has the unique 


opportunity to prove everyone wrong. If 
ho can distinguish between tho CTA and 
tho RTA, all of us would wish him well," 
Woods said.

Pikarsky pledges suburbs to get equal consideration 


Now RTA chairman Milton Pikarsky Is 


tackling his biggest obstacle — the sub- 
urbs — with promises of equal consid- 
eration with Chicago and development of 
a suburban service division in the RTA 
structure. 


"While the City of Chicago is the larg- 


est governmental subdivision of this 
area, the entire suburban area is equally 


as important In the terms of the need to 
maintain, improve and expand public 
transportation as a necessary public ser- 
vice," he said. 


"All capabilities of the RTA, including 


funding and revenues, must be utilized in 
accordance with this cardinal principal 
of treating the Chicago area as a whole, 


with full realization that the entire area 
is more important than any single part. 


"We cannot permit any portion of the 


area to be favored at the expense of the 
others. We could not, for instance, adopt 
policies that would penalize suburban 
service to the benefit of transit service in 
Chicago," he said. 


Pikarsky said one of his first tasks 


may be to equalize fares on suburban 
bus and commuter railroad systems. 


To ensure efficient bus service in the 


suburban areas, he said, he will establish 
the suburban service unit and propose 
that the director of the division be se- 
lected by the suburban members of the 
RTA board. 


RTA law than to Pikarsky. "That law 
was badly written and is still badly writ- 
ten. It docs not provide for checks and 
balances," she said. 


"I still think it would be best to bring 


in someone brand new, with no political 
tics. There will bo bitterness, and that 
may prevent the next thing we will need 
— a metropolitan water authority. We've 
probably taken a short-term look and 
peace at any cost," she sold. 


"I havo nothing against Mr. Pikarsky, 


but who will take over the reins of the 


CTA? He never stood up to the unions 
and now they are crying for more. I 
don't see him having the backbone to 
pull it off. I don't think he's handled the 
CTA well enough to give him a bigger 
job," Mrs. Hayter said. 


Des Plalnes Mayor Herbert Behrel 


supported the RTA referendum and has 
worked closely with Chicago on water 
supply and mass transit issues. "I have 
always thought Milton had all the tools 
and all the abilities to run the job," he 
said. "If the fears of tkt tUttr suburban 


mayors arc realized, I will be dis- 
appointed. I think he'll be fair and 
square. I'm not going to be unhappy at 
all, but Mr. Pikarsky will have to justify 
his existence." 


WOODS SUMMARIZED the feeling of 


many suburban mayors and elected offi- 
cials. "The suburbs can be pardoned for 
their skepticism,1' he said. 


State Rep. Calvin Skinner, R-Crystal 


Lake, was outraged with the appoint- 
ment. "I'm anxious to see If the rest of 
the kNOw RTA Committee predictions 


will be fulfilled," he said. 


The - committee, which opposed the 


RTA referendum, had said the CTA 
would get control of the RTA and that 78 
per cent of the money would go to the 
CTA, although only 31 per cent of the 
income would come from Chicago resi- 
dents.

"While the City of Chicago Is tho larg- 


est governmental subdivision of this 
area, the entire suburban area is equally 


as important in the terms of the need to 
maintain, improve and expand public 
transportation as a necessary public ser- 
vice," he said. 


"All capabilities of the RTA, including 


funding and revenues, must be utilized in 
accordance with this cardinal principal 
of treating the Chicago area as a whole, 


with full realization that the entire area 
is more important than any single part. 


"We cannot permit any portion Of the 


area to be favored at the expense of the 
others. We could not, for instance, adopt 
policies that would penalize suburban 
service to the benefit of transit service in 
Chicago," he said. 


Pikarsky said one of his first tasks 


may be to equalize fares on suburban 
bus and commuter railroad systems. 


To ensure efficient bus service in the 


suburban areas, he said, he will establish 
the suburban service unit and propose 
that the director of the division be se- 
lected by the suburban members of the 
RTA board.

Person said recreation fees und admis- 
sion costs provide 42 per cent of the park 
district's income, and 62 per cent of that 
figure Is brought In by the various ico 
programs. 


However, public skating, once the rea- 


son the park district chose to build the 
sports complex, has steadily decreased 
since the rink opened.

At that time there were 38 Hi 
hours of public skating each week. 


Last year, tho rink was open 28 hours 


each week for public skating at a cost of 
SO cents for students and $1 for adults. 
This year, there are only 8V4 public skat- 
Ing hours, and all resident skaters pay $1 
admission. Tho public skating Is held 
only on weekends. Non-residents must 
pay $2 per session.

Now, 30 skaters come to each of tho four 
sessions. Still, DcVoss admits that public 
skating revenues arc about $1,000 loss 
than last year. The figures also show an 
average drop of about 100 skaters this 
year. 


With fewer hours tied up in public 


skating, more time Is taken up by local 
hockey teams and private parties. These 
bring in $60 an hour for prime time eve- 
ning hours, and $50 for other hours. 
These rates arc $3 more than last year's 
rental rates. 


SPORTS COMPLEX director Rudy 


Nelson said that because of the Increased 
rental time and rates, Ice rental reve- 
nues have increased from $2,450.50 in No- 
vember, 1973 to $4,930.50 hi November 
197-J. 


The most financially successful Ice 


program, however, Is league hockey. 
About 450 boys enrolled this year at a 
cost of $60 per resident up from lost year 
when 310 boys were enrolled at $45 each. 
A healthy number of nonresident enroll- 
ments at $85 each has also boosted reve- 
nues. In November alono, the hockey 
program brought In $2,700 more than it 
brought In during November 1973. 


The league hockey program "carries" 


less successful programs such as learn- 
to-skntc, Nelson said. As of December, 
the Icarn-to-skate program had earned 
$3,866 last year while In the same period 
the year before, tho program earned 
$0,218. 


Nelson sold that tho dropping of sum- 


mer skating classes this year Is in part 
responsible for the drop in revenues.

Civic and community leaders generally 


have reacted positively to news that 
Madison Square Garden Corp. may plan 
a new football stadium for the Chicago 
Bears at Arlington Park Race Track. 


"I would be very Interested in listening 


to anything they hove to say about it. I 
think it has some great possibilities. But 
I really want to take a good look at what 
they're talking about, particularly the 
economic feasibility," said Village Prcs. 
Ralph H. Clnrbour of Arlington Heights. 


Alan Cohen, president of Madison 


Square Garden Corp., last week said the 
company is studying the economic feasi- 
bility of building a major new sports sta- 
dium at Arlington P«rk, which it owns. 
Cohen said he has talked about the site 
with Bears owner George Halas who has 
not ruled it out. 


"I WOULD LIKE to see it happen, but 


I don't think it will," said Palatine Vil- 
lage Pres. Wendell E. Jones. "I'll believe 
It when I see it. I don't think Mayor Da- 
ley will let the team out of Chicago." 


Daley was reported to have ordered 


plans drawn for a new stadium on the 
Soldier Field site in Chicago, presumably 
for the Bears, but it is not known how 
this movo would affect arena plans at 
Arlington Park. 


Jones said he would rather see a sta- 


dium built at the track than the 5,000-unit 
high-rise apartment housing project that 
has been proposed for 190 acres. 


Richard Goedke, president of the West- 


gate Civic Assn. that represents 1,000 Ar- 
lington Heights homeowners east of 
Wilke Road, also said a stadium prob- 


ably would be more acceptable than'the 
housing development. 


"Let's face it, the land at the race 


track has to be developed one way or 
another. We're not 'opposed to devel- 
opment per se, but we are concerned 
about how it Is done," Goedke said Fri- 
day. 


Without having had the opportunity to 


discuss the idea with Westgate associ- 
ation members, Goedke said he "couldn't 
see how they'd oppose it too much. We'd 
certainly hate to see that residential de- 
velopment go in." 


ROLLING MEADOWS officials also re- 


acted with general favor to the stadium 
idea. 


"It wouldn't have any more impact 


than the racing season, and maybe not 
as much. Racing goes on six days a 
week. If they start with night football, 


maybe that would have some effect," 
said City Mgr. James Watson. 


Aid Merrill Wuerch, 1st, said traffiic 


and noise r;ould be the two obvious im- 
pacts on the city. Aid. Thomas Waldron, 
2nd, said the race track would be "an 
ideal place" for the Bears to play. 


"I think it would be good for the area 


— a lot better than those apartments. 
Traffic could be channeled right out so 
we'd hardly notice it," Waldron said. 


ONE SOURCE OF opposition to the 


stadium plans, if they are ever drawn, 
may come from the Arlington Crest sub- 
division in Palatine north of the race 
track. 


"I doubt very much that the subdivi-

I don't believe Pikarsky Is 
an acceptable chairman In large part be- 
cause of his very close association with 
Mayor Daley." 


"On the other hand, he has the unique 


opportunity to prove everyone wrong. If

"If next year is going to be a hold-tho- 


line austerity budget, these are things we 
can do to establish that spirit," said 
Trustee Richard W. Fonte. 


THE $2.55 MILLION amended budget 


presented to tho board will be reduced 
further to reflect Sunday's additional 
cuts. 


Tho revenue expected for this fiscal

The inside story Area leaders back Arlington Park stadium

Civic and community leaders generally 


have reacted positively to news that 
Madison Square Garden Corp. may plan 
a new football stadium for the Chicago 
Bears at Arlington Park Race Truck. 


"I would be very Interested in listening 


to anything they have to soy about it. I 
think it has some great possibilities. But 
I really want to take a good look at what 
they're talking about, particularly tho 
economic feasibility," said Village Prcs. 
Ralph H. Clarbour of Arlington Heights. 


Alan Cohen, president of Madison 


Square Garden Corp., last week said tho 
company Is studying the economic feasi- 
bility of building a major new sports sta- 
dium at Arlington 9«rk, which it owns. 
Cohen said he has talked about the site 
with Bears owner George Halas who has 
not ruled it out. 


"I WOULD LIKE to sec it happen, but 


I don't think it will," said Palatine Vil- 
lage Prcs. Wendell E. Jones. "I'll believe 
It when I see It. I don't think Mayor Da- 
Icy will let the team out of Chicago." 


Daley was reported to have ordered 


plans drawn for a new stadium on the 


Soldier Field site In Chicago, presumably 
for the Bears, but it is not known how 
this move would affect arena plans at 
Arlington Park. 


Jones said he would rather sec a sta- 


dium built at the track than the 5,000-unlt 
high-rise apartment housing project that 
has been proposed for 190 acres. 


Richard Goedke, president of the West- 


gate Civic Assn. that represents 1,000 Ar- 
lington Heights homeowners east of 
Wilko Road, also said a stadium prob- 
ably would be more acceptable than the 
bousing development. 


"Let's face it, the land at the race 


track has to be developed one way or 
another. We're not opposed to devel- 
opment per sc, but we are concerned 
about how it is done," Goedke said Fri- 
day.

Suburban officials are uneasy about 


tho appointment of CTA chairman Milton 
Pikarsky as chairman of the Regional

with a concentrated effort to improve 
mass transportation In tho suburbs, he 
said two hours after his appointment was 
approved Friday. 


Tho RTA board approved Pikarsky's

John Woods, former Arlington Heights 


village president who reluctantly backed 
tho RTA referendum In March, aald of 
the appointment, "I think It's absolutely 
Imperative that they get off tho dime and 
move ahead. I don't believe Pikarsky is 
an acceptable chairman In large part be- 
cause of his very close association with 
Mayor Daley."

stadium plans, if they arc ever drawn, 
may come from the Arlington Crest sub- 
division In Palatine north of the race 
track. 


"I doubt very much that the subdivi- 


sion would support the development of a 
sports complex at the race track. We 
have been opposed to all other devel- 
opment there just because of the effects 
It would have on our neighborhood," said 
Evalinc Stcnzel, president of the Arling- 
ton Crest Civic Assn. 


The association plans to discuss the 


possible stadium plan at its next meeting 
Jan. 14, sho said. 


Clarbour said a sports stadium could 


bo "far more compatible use of the race 
track land than putting 15,000 people on 
it to live."

approved Friday. 


The RTA board approved Pikarsky's 


nomination by a 6-to-2 vote when two 
suburban board members who earlier op- 
posed him switched their votes. A salary 
has not been established, but it is ex- 
pected to bo $80,000 to $100,000 a year. 


John Woods, former Arlington Heights 


village president who reluctantly backed 
the RTA referendum in March, said of 
the appointment, "I think It's absolutely 
Imperative that they got off the dime and 
move ahead. I don't believe Pikarsky is 
an acceptable chairman in large part be- 
cause of Ids very close association with 
Mayor Daley." 


"On tho other hand, ho has tho unique 


opportunity to prove everyone wrong. If 
ho can distinguish between tho CTA and 
tho RTA, oil of us would wish him well," 
Woods said.

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Area leaders back Arlington Park stadium plan

Civic and community loaders generally 


have reacted positively to news that 
Madison Square Garden Corp. may plan 
a now football stadium (or the Chicago 
Bears at Arlington Park Race Track. 


"I would bo very interested In listening 


to anything they have to say about it. I 
think it has some great possibilities. But 
I really want to take a good look at what 
they're talking about, particularly tho 
economic feasibility," said Village Pros. 
Ralph H. Clarbour of Arlington Heights. 


Alan Cohen, president of Madison 


Square Garden Corp., last week sold tho 
company Is studying the economic feasi- 
bility of building a major new sports sta- 
dium at Arlington Park, which it owns. 
Cohen sold he has talked about the site 
with Bears owner George Hulas who has 
not ruled It out. 


"I WOULD LIKE to sec It happen, but 


I don't think It will." sold Palatine Vil- 
lage Pros. Wendell E. Jones. "I'll believe 
it when I sco It. I don't think Mayor Da- 
Icy will let the team out of Chicago." 


Daley was reported to have ordered 


plans drawn for a new stadium on the 
Soldier Field site in Chicago, presumably 
for the Bears, but it Is not known how 
this move would affect arena plans at 
Arlington Park. 


Jones sold he would rather see a sta- 


dium built at the track than the 5,000-unlt 
high-rise apartment housing project that. 
has been proposed for 100 acres. 


Richard Gocdke, president of the West- 


gate Civic Assn. that represents 1,000 Ar- 
lington Heights homeowners cast 
of 


Wllke Road, also said a stadium prob- 
ably would be more acceptable than tl'e 
housing development. 


"Let's face it, the land at the race 


track has to be developed one way or 
another. We're not opposed to devel- 
opment per sc, but we are concerned 
about how It is done," Goedke said Fri- 
day. 


Without having had tho opportunity to 


discuss the .idea with Westgate associ- 
ation members, Goedke said he "couldn't 
sco how.thcy'd oppose It too much. We'd 


certainly hate to see that residential de- 
velopment go in." 


ROLLING MEADOWS officials also re- 


acted with general favor to the stadium 
idea. 


"It wouldn't have any more impact 


than the racing season, and maybe not 
as much. Racing goes on six days a 
week. If they start with night football, 
maybe that would have some effect," 
said City Mgr. James Watson. 


Aid Merrill Wuerch, 1st, said traffilc 


and noise would be the two obvious im- 
pacts on the city. Aid. Thomas Waldron, 
2nd, said the race track would be "an 
Ideal place" for the Bears to play. 


"I think it would be good for the area 


— a lot better than those apartments. 
Traffic could be channeled right out so 
we'd hardly notice it," Waldron said. 


ONE SOURCE OF opposition to the 


stadium plans, If they are ever drawn, 
may come from the Arlington Crest sub- 
division in Palatine north of. the race 
track. 


"I doubt very much that the subdivi- 


sion would support the development of a 
sports complex at the race track. We 
have been opposed to all other devel- 
opment there just because of the effects 
it would have on our neighborhood," said 
Evalinu Stenzel, president of the Arling- 
ton Crest Civic Assn. 


The association plans to discuss the 


possible stadium plan at its next meeting 
Jan. 14, she said. 


Clarbour said a sports stadium could 


be "far more compatible use of the race 
track land than' putting 15,000 people on 
it to live." 


"At the time the race track was 


brought Into the village that (annexa- 
tion) agreement left them the option to 
do a number of things with the land. And 
the idea was that they would do a num- 
ber of things," he said. 


BUT THE ECONOMIC reality of a sta- 


dium, especially if it were used solely by 
the Bears, is one of the biggest doubts 
about the plan, said Clarbnur. At the 


same time if it were not for an estab- 
lished sports team like the Bears being 
involved, he said he would not be inter- 
ested at all. 


"A team like the Bears has a long- 


term business interest, and, as a busi- 
ness venture, is going to consider the 
possibility of success," he said. 


As to the likelihood of Arlington 


Heights becoming involved in the financ- 
ing of an Arlington Park stadium, Clar- 
bour said, "I don't know of any of these 
facilities that have been built that don't 
have some public financing." 


He said the village might consider 


backing a revenue bond issue'for the sta- 
dium that would be paid off entirely by 
stadium income. But he discounted any 
general obligation bond issue for the 
project. 


"If the thing flunked with general obli- 


gation bonds then the taxpayer is stuck. 
And I think the taxpayer Is stuck enough 
without having to worry about football 
stadiums or baseball parks," he said. 


Parks plan 
to annex 140 
more homes 


Tho Arlington Heights Park District 


has notified owners of 140 homes that 
they will bo the next group inncxcd to 
tho park district In an effort to provide 
moro funds for tho financially troubled 
district. 


Thomas Thornton, park district direc- 


tor, said tho pork board plans to annex 
tho 140 homes and a considerable amount 
of vacant land generally along Rand 
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Road, at a meeting at Olympic Park, 660 
N. Ridge St., at 7:30 p.m. Jan. 14. 
Thornton said the park district has not 
received any objection from the resi- 
dents Involved "that would even be com- 
parable to the objection by residents of 
tho Lynnwood subdivision to their annex- 
ation last month," he said. The Lynn- 
wood subdivision is in north Arlington 
Heights. 


Park district officials admit their fi- 


nances arc running short and park pro- 
grams and maintenance of park facilities 
hove been cut. A special panel of local 
residents, who studied the park budget, 
has recommended a referendum to hike 
tho tax rate of park district residents. 


WITH THE ANNEXATION of new 


areas, the park district also will gain 
added tax money and a broader tax 
base. Tho average homeowner with a 
$10,000 assessed valuation annexed to tho 
park district would pay an estimated $40 
moro in taxes. 


The latest park district plan is to an-, 


ncx about 20 homes and vacant property 
In on area bounded on the west by Fron- 
tier Park, on tho cast by Rldgo Street, on 
tho south by Palatine Road, and on the 
north by Ladd Street.

Suburban officials are uneasy about 


the appointment of CTA chairman Milton 
Pikarsky as chairman of tho Regional 
Transportation Authority. 


Pikarsky plans to meet this skepticism 


with a concentrated effort to Improve 
mass transportation in the suburbs, he 
said two hours after his appointment was 
approved Friday. 


The RTA board approved Plkarsky's 


nomination by a frto-2 vote when two 
suburban board members who earlier op- 
posed him switched their votes. A salary 
has not been established, but It is ex- 
pected to bo $80,000 to $100,000 a year. 


John Woods, former Arlington Heights 


village president who reluctantly backed 
the RTA referendum In March, said of 
the appointment, "I think it's absolutely 
Imperative that they got off the dime and 
move ahead. I don't bcllovc Pikarsky is 
an acceptable chairman In large part be- 
cause of his very close association with 
Mayor Daley."

south by Thomas Street, and on the north 
and west by Dorothy Avenue. A 20-acrc 
vacant parcel, west of Hersey High 
School, will also be included in the an- 
nexation. 


ABOUT 20 HOMES in an unincorpo- 


rated area of the Arlington Knolls subdi- 
vision, west of Arlington Heights Road, 
also will be annexed, as will 25 homes In 
the nearby subdivision of Caroline Hy- 
lands. 


Corrado's Restaurant, 310 W. Rnad Rd. 


in Arlington Heights, and seven homes in 


the subdivision of Arlington Acres, south 
of Hintz Road on Arlington Heights Road 
also will be brought into the district. Fif- 
teen homes and vacant properly in an 
area bounded by Vista Road on the west, 
Hintz Road on the south, and the North- 
gate subdivision on the cost also will be 
annexed.
